Repairing towards the tent where 
the women were with certaine armed men, de ſent woꝛd 
beloꝛe, that he was coming to them with meſſage from 
the king. But when ſuch as ſfode at the tent doze ſaw ar⸗ 
med men, they thought they had ben ſent to murder the 
Ladies : fo2 whiche cauſe they ranne in to them, crying 
that their laſt houre was come, fo2 the ſouldiers were at 
bande to kill them. When Leonatus was entred the pa⸗ 
vilion, the Mother and wife of Darius fell downe at his 
fete, intreating him that befoze they were ſlain,he wold 
ſuffer them to burie Darius, accozding to the o2der and 
maner of his countrey, after the perfoznance of which 
obſequies,thep were content(they ſayd) willingly to ſuf- 
fer death. Leonatus aſſured them, that both Darius was 
aliue, and that there was no harme towardes them, but 
ſhoulde remaine in the ſame ſtate they were in befoze. 
When Si bis heard thoſe wozdes, ſhe ſuffered hir 
telle to ber li vp from the grounde, and to receyue 
ſome comfozt. The next dap, Alexander with great di« 
ligence buried the bodies fuche of his owne men as

— teotalnethan hatin The Macedonians 
were aſhamed that ſo was deffroped by 
their king in his d2zonkenneſle : pet at length it was tur- 
ned into an earneſt matter , and were content to thincks 
it expedient that the Citie ſhould baue ben deſtroyed af- 
ter that maner. But it is certain, that when Alexander 
had taken his reſt, and was become better aduiſed, he re⸗ 
pented him of his doing. And after he had kept companie 
with T baleſtris afozeſaid , which was Nuene of the A- 
mazones, he tourned his continencie and moderation 
(being the molt excellent vertnes appearing in any kind 
of eſtate ) into P2ide and voluptuouſneſſe, not — 
his countrie tuſtomes, noꝛ the holſome temperance that 
was in the vſages and diſcipline of kyngs of Macedon. 

Foz he inpged their tiuill vſage and maner, to be oner 
baſe fo2 his greatneſle, but did counterfaite the height -

noble men, * fo p:cſernation of their common wealth, in 
the battaile ſought at Cheronza , foz deliuerie of their 
toũtr ey of Greece, was ſlain in the 'chace of his cnimies, 
as he purſued one of the chiefe of his aduerſaries,y ſame 
crying out bnto him: Whether datt thou purſue vs The, 
agenes? euen to Macedonia anſwered he. This gentle 
man thus ſlaine had a ſiſter, whoſe vertue & nereneſle of 
kin by noble deedes,ſhe well witneſſed, although ſhe was 
not well able to manifef hir vertue, fo2 the adnerſitie of 
the time, but by pacient ſufferance ofthe cdmon calami 
ties. Foz after Alexander had wonne the citie of The- 
bes, the ſouldiers grirdie of ſpoile running bp and down 
the citie, euerp of them chancing vpon ſuch botie as fa 
tune offred them, it chaunced that a captain of the Thrw 
cian hoꝛſmen, (a barbarous and wicked wzetch,) happs 


ned vpon the honſe of Timoclia, who ſomewhat nere - 


the King both in name and kinne, in maners and cond 
tions was greatly different ſrom him. He neither reg 
ding the noble houſe, ne yet the chaſtitie of bir fo:epal- 
ſed life, vpon a time after ,alutted g ſwelled with 
abundance of wine, cauſed imoclia to be ha 
led to his d2zonken touch: and not cõtented with the fa 
ted wꝛong, as they were in talke together, diligentiy de 
maunded of hir, if ſhe had in no plate hidden any gold e 
ſilner, and partly by th2eates, and partely by pꝛomiſe to 
kepe bir as his wife, endeneured to get that he deſired.

greatly with his owne as be doth —_ 
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und laugd at the diſchmoditie and hinderance of otherg, 
« at whoſe p2ofite and gaine he ſoꝛroweth and lamentety, 
c andto put out both the eyes of his companion, the enuy 
ac ous man tareth not to pluck out one of his 
ec wo2des (molt — — purpoſed to ſpeake in 
« the p2eſence of pour Maieſtie, befoze your garde & court, 
cc lyke traine, and in the vninerſall hearing of all the pes 
« ple, that eche wighte may vnderſtande, howe J not of 
cc pour maieſties pꝛetented malice, oz mine owne commit) 
cc ted fault, but though the venomous tongues of the ew 
cc uious, fell into the lapſe ot your diſpleaſure . This moſt 
true ozationef Ariobarzanes greatly pleaſed the noble 
Pꝛince, and although he felt him ſclfe ſomwhat touchey 
therewith, yet knowing it to bee certaine and true, and 
that in time to come the ſame myght p2ofite all ſoztes of 
people, he greatly pꝛaiſed him in the pzeſence of al the a 
ſemblie.Wherfoze Ariobarzanes hauing retouered his 
life, and confeſſing himſelf to be vanquiſhed e ouertum 
by the King that knew the valour and fealtie of that no 
ble Gentleman, and louing hun with —— 
be cauſed him to come downe from the mournyng ſcab 
folde, and to aſcende the place where he was hym ſelle, 
whome he imbzaced and killed, in token that all diſplea- 
ſure was remitted . All his auncient offices were refs 
red to hym againe , and fo2 his further aduaumcement, 
be gane him the citie of Paſſagarda, where was the olde 
monument of King Cyrus, and made him Lienetenant 
generall of all his Realmes and dominions, commanmy 
— — 
ſon. And ſo the Kingrefted the honourable. father in 
lawe to Ariobarzanes, and his louing ſonne by Barb 


age, crauing kill in all his enterpꝛiſes, his graue aduiſe 
and counſell , And there was neuer thing of any imp 
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4 32 
ded. Ariobarzancs then returned into greater grate 
and favour sf his ſoneraigne loꝛde than befoze, and toz 


his ſinguler vertue, hauing diſperſed and b2oken the ar- 
mes and malice of all his enimies, if befoze he were cur- 
teous and liberall, after theſe ſo ſtout aduentures he be- 
came moꝛe than Pꝛincciy in his derdes, and if ſomti 
he had done one curteous ac, now he doubled the ſame. 
But ſuch was his Pagnaninutie, ſo noble were his in- 
deuours, tempꝛed with fuch meaſure and equanimitie, 
as the whole wozlde clearely might diſcerne, that nat to 
contende with his ſoueraigne L onde, but to honour him 
to erpꝛeſle the Maieſtie of his Pzince, he imployed the 
gods and liuing which the Bing and Foꝛtune had boũ⸗ 
tifully beffowed dpon him: Who vntill his dying day 
famouſly mainteined him ſelfe in the god grace and fa 
nour of his P2ince, in ſuch wiſe as the King moze clere- 
iy than the ſhining Sunnebeames,knew Ariobarzanes 
to be framed of Nature ſoꝛ a chʒiſtalline mirrour of curs 
teſie and Liberalitie , and that moze eaſie it was to be⸗ 
rieue the fire of heate, and the Sunne of light, than del 
poile Ariobarzanes of his glozions deedes . Wherefoze 
be ceaſſednot continually to honour,eralte, andenriche 
him, that he might bie the greater liberalitie. And to ſay 
the truthe, although theſe two vertues of Curtcſis and 
Liberalitie be conunendable in all perſons, without the 
which a man truly is not he wherof he bereth the name 
pet very ſitting and mete it is foz euerp riche and wel⸗ 
t⸗hie ſubiea, to beware howe he doth compare in. 
thoſe noble vertucs with Pzinces and great + 
men, whiche being right noble and. 
peereleſſe vpon earth, can abide

This Pꝛoclamat ion was exceding ioyfull to all the wo⸗ 
men whoſe huſbands were exiled, which at the leaſte by 
common repozt were the numbze of.vj.hundzeds. And fo 
moꝛe credite ol that P2oclamation, the wicked tyꝛant did 
aꝛdaine, that all the companie ſhould depart vpon a p:r- 
fircd daie . In the meane time, the ioyfull wines glad to 
Hite their poze huſbands, p2epared hoꝛſe and wagon, te 
carte their pꝛouiſions. The appomtcdday of tbeir depar- 
ture out ofthe Citie being come, all of them alſembled at 
x certaine gate aſſigned foz their repaire, who that time 
fogither reſoꝛted withthetr little childꝛen in their hands, 
hearing vpon their heads their garmſts and furnitnres, 
ome on hozſebacke, and ſane beffowed in the wagons, 
accozding as eche of their ſtates required: when al things 
e in readineſte to depart

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pet to aduenture any attempt, what ſoeuer, ſo it might 
extend to the deliuerie of his countrey from the bnſpea- 
kable tyzanme of moſt cruell Ariſtotimus. To this gray 
þatred perſon , bicauſe he was of aged yeares, voide of 
childꝛen which were dead, this tyꝛant gaue no great heds 
ne yet employed any care, thinking that he was not able 
to raiſe any mutine 82 tumult in the Citie. In the mean 
kpace, the Citizens, which as J baue ſayd befo2e, wert 
bapuſhed into Etolia, pzacifed amongs them ſelues ta 
p2oue their Foztune, and to ſeke all meanes foz recoucs 
rie oftheir countrey, and the death of Ariſtotimus. 
Wrherfoze hauing leuied and aſſembled certain bands of 
Honldiers, they marched fozth from their baniſhed ſeat, 
and neuer reſted till they had gotten a place hard adiop» 
ning to their Citie, where thep might ſafe!y lodge, and 
with great connnoditie and aduantage beſiege the ſame, 
and erpel the tyꝛant Ariſtotimus. as the bauiſhed were

waeb2bught into a great chafe and furie, and evennow 
began to pꝛeſage his fall and ruine. But ret meaning to 
foteſe his beſt aduantage, went vnto the pꝛiſon, where 
the wines of the baniſhed were faſt meloſcd, and bicauſe 
he was of a troubleſome and ty:annicall nature, he con- 
cuded with hun ſelfrather to vſe # intreate thoſe wines 
with feare and thꝛeates, than with humanitte and fay2c 
wo;des.

theydatſt not fp 

ding ethe other in ß face, fared as 
mn his thzeates,moze readie rather to vie ths to odey bis 
commurtidement. Megiſtona then (which was the wire 
of Timolion, amatrone as well fo2 hir huſbands nobb 
litie as hir owne vertue, in great regard and eftimatis, 
andthe chiefe among all the women, who at his cum⸗ 
ming in word not rife, but kept hir place, noꝛ bouchſa» - 
ing todo any reuerente 02 honoz vnto him, andthe like 
ſhe bad the rcft : In this wile ſitting dpon the ground th 
buloled tongue and libertio of ſloutly ſhe mme 
red the tyzants dommmde in tbis mmer: Af there were „

As Megiſtona ſtoutly and vnfearfully »» 
had ſpoken thoſe des, the furious and angrie tyꝛant 
dew fo2th his gliſtering blade out of his ſheathe, purpo⸗ 
ſing to haue llaine the gentlewoman, had not one Cilon 
the familiar friend of Ariſtotimus aid his hand, foꝛbid⸗ 
ding him to commit an acte ſo crnell . This Cilon was a 
fained and counterfeit frend of the Tyꝛant, very conuer 
ſant with other his familiar friendes, bu: hated him with 
deadly hatred, e was one of them with Hellanicus had 
conlpired againlt the tirant, This -— then! ry

| Ariſtotimus with ſogreate furieto ware wod againft 
Mlegiſtona, imbzaced him, and ſaid, that it was not the 
parte of a gentiemanp2occeding from a race right hono- 
ble, by any meanes to imbꝛue bis handes in womang 
marry ne 9s —— — — 
wherefoze he beſought him to ſtap his bands. Ariſtoti- 
mus perſnaded bp Cilon, appeaſed his rage, and fozſoke 
the companie of the women. Not long after,a great p20- 
dige and wonder appeared in this ſoꝛt: befoze ſnapper the 
tyzant and his wife withd2ue themſelues into their ch 
ber, and being there, an Egle was ſene to ſoare oner the 
tyꝛants palace, and being aloft, by little and little to deb 
cend, and letting fall from bir tallands a huge and great 
ſfone vppon the toppe of that chamber, wpth clapping 
wings and flying noyſe ſoared bp againe,ſo farre as ſhe 
was cleane out of ſight from them that did behold dir. 
With the rumoꝛ and ſhonts of thoſe that ſaw this ſight, 
Ariſtotimus was appalled, and vnderſtanding the cin 
crunſtance of the chaiice, de ſent fo2 bis diuine to declare 
the ſignification of this Augurie, which greatly troubled 
his minde. The Southſayer bad him to be of god chere, 
c that it did poztend the great fauoz and loue which Iu- 
piter bare bnto him. But the pꝛophet of the Citie whom 
the Citizens had wel tried and pzoued to be faithfull and 
truſtie, maniſeſled vnto them the great daũger that hong 
ouer the tyꝛants head, ſuch as the like neuer beſoze. The 
confederats which had conſpired with Hellanicus, made 
great ſperde to pzoſecute their enterpꝛiſe, and the nerte 
night to kill the tyꝛant. The very ſame night Hallanicus 
dzeamed that he fawe his dead ſonne to ſpeake vnto him 
theſe wo:ds : What meane pou father this long time to 
Lepe,J am one of pour ſonnes whom Ariſtotimus hath 
Lains,know pou not that the ſame dap pou attempt your 
e 
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By this viſton Hellanicus confirmed,he roſe bytimes in 
the moꝛning, and erhozted the conſpirato2s that day to 
erecute the benefit ol their Countrie. Chat time Ari 
timus was certified how Craterus the tyꝛan of another 
Citic, with a great armie, was comming to his aide a- 
gainft the baniſhed people of Els, and that he was arri 
ned at Olympia a Citie betwenethe unte Oſſa and 
the mountaine Olympus. With which newes Ariſtor:, 
mus being inconraged, thought alreadie that he had put 
to flight and tak? the baniſhed perſons, which made him 
— — abꝛode without guard o2 garriſon, 
accompanied only with Cilon and one 92 two of his fa- 
miliar frends, the very ſame time that the conſpi ratours 
were allembled to doe the — ſeingthe time 
fo cduenient to deliuer his beloned Countrie bp the death 
ofthe traiterous Ty2ant, not attending any ſigne to be 
giuen to his companions (although the ſame was con- 
cluded vpon) —— — 
eies vnto the heauens, with cleare and open voice cried 
out to his compantons and ſaid : Whie ffap pe, O mp »»

Truly there 
woulde be a great maſſe of money giuen by the Aſsynis 
to redeme the life of Belus, by the Perſias foꝛ Artaxerxes, 
by the T roians foz Hector, by the Greekes fo2 Alexander, 
by the Lacedemonians foꝛ Lycurgus, by the Romanes ſq 
Auguſtus, and by the Carthaginians fo; Annibal. But as 
vou knowe the Gods haue made all thyngs moztall, ha 
uing reſerued onely themſclues to be immoꝛtall. Doe 
eminent and paſſing the vertue of the god is, and what 
pꝛiu ledge the godly haue, it may eaſily bee knowne : foz 
ſo much, as honour is caried euen to the verp graues of 
the deade, but ſo it is not to the greate Palaces of the 
wicked. The god and vertuous man, without ſighte 0) 
knowledge we lone, ſerue, and aunſwer fo2 him: where 
the wicked wee cannot beleue that which he ſapeth, and 
leſſe accepte in god parte the thyng whiche hee doeth fa; 
bs. Touchyng the election of the Empire, it was done 
by Nerua, it was demaunded by the people, appꝛoued by 
pou, and accepted by me. Wherefoze J pꝛape the im- 
mozall Goddes that it map be lyked of their godheades, 
Fo? to ſmall purpoſe anapleth the election of Pꝛintes, 

if the Gods doe nat confirme it: and therefoze a man 
map knowe hym whiche is choſen by the Gods, 02 ele© 
ted by men, fo2 the one ſhall decline and fall, the other 
vpholden and pꝛeſerued. The chopſe of man ſodapnely 
exalted doeth decline and fall, but that whiche is plan 
ted by the Gods, although it be toſſed to and fro with ſe⸗ 
uerall windes. receiueth great aduerſitie, and boweth a 
little, pet he ſha! be neuer ſene to fal. Ye know right wel 
(molt honozable Fathers) that à neuer demaunded the 
Empire of Nerua my Soueraigne Lo2be, a!thongh b& 
bꝛought me vp and was his nephew, hauing hearde and 
well remembzpng of my Paiſter Plutarch, that _ 

dug 
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dnght rather to be deſerned than pꝛotured. Pottwit hilar 
ding J will not denie that iopfull J was when my loꝛde 
Nerua ſent me the enſigne of that greate and high digni⸗ 
tie: bat J will alſo confeſſethat haning begon to tall the 
tranailes and cares which that Imperial ſtate bzingeth, 
A did repent moze than a thouſande times fo2 taking vp. 
on me the ſame. Fo2 Empire and gonernemet is of ſuch 
qualitie, that althongh the honour be great, yet the go- 
nernour ſuffaineth very great paine and miſerable tra 
naile. O how greatly doeth he bynde himlſelfe, which by 
gouernement byndeth other? foz if it be inſte, they call it 
cruell, if it bee pitiefull, it is contemned, if liberall, it is 
eſteemed pꝛodigall, if he keepe 02 gather togyther, bee is 
counted couctous,ifhe be peaccable and quiet, they deme 
him fo2 a coward, if he be cozagious, he is reputed a qua 
reller, if grane,they will ſay he is pꝛoude, if he be eaſie to 
be ſpoken to, he is thought to be light o2 ſimple, if ſolita- 
rie,they will efteme him to be an bypocrite, and if he be 
ioytull, they will terme hym dillolute: In ſuche wile as 
they will be contented, and vſe moꝛe better termes ts all 
others what ſoeuer, than towards him, which gouerneth 
a chmon wealth. Foꝛ to ſuche a one they recken the mo2- 
ſels whiche he eateth, they meaſure his paſes, they note 
his wo2des, they take herde to his companies, and iudge 
of his wozkes (many tymes wꝛongfully, ) they examine 
and murmure of his paſtymes, and attempte to coniec- 
ture of his thoughtes . Conſpder then the trauailes 
whiche bee in Gonernement, and the Cnute whyche 
many times they beare vnto him that ruleth. We may 
ſaye, that there is no ſfate moze ſure than to be in that 
which is furtheſt off from Enuie. And if a man can not 
but with greate paine gouerne the wife which he hath 
choſen, the children which he hath begotten, no2 the ſer⸗ 
uant which be ha· bzought bp, having themaltogether 
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in one houſe: how is it poſſible that he can till tonſerm 
in peace a whole common wealth :? J pꝛay pou tell me, in 
whom ſhall a poꝛe P2ince repoſe his truſt? ſith that ma, 
ny times he is moſt llaundered by them whome he fanow 
reth beſt : Pꝛintes and great loꝛds can not eate without 
a garde, can not ſlepe without a watche, can not ſpeaks 
without eſpiall,noz walke without ſome ſafetie, in ſuche 
wiſe as they beyng loꝛdes of all, they bee as it were, pi 
ſoners of their owne people. And if we will beholde ſom- 
what nearely, and conſider the ſeruitude of Pzinces, and 
the libertie of ſubiects, we ſhall finde that he whiche hath 
moſt to doe in the realme, oꝛ beareth greateſt ſwinge, is 
molt ſubiec to th2aldom : In ſomuch as if P2inces haue 
authoꝛitie to giue libertie, they haue no meanes to be fre 
them ſelues. The Gods haue created vs ſo free, and ene 
ry man defireth to haue his libertie ſo much at will, that 
a man be he neuer ſo familiar a friend, oz ſoneare ot kin, 
we had rather haue him to be our ſubiec, than our loꝛde 
and maiſter. One man alone commaundeth all, and pet 
it ſemeth to him but little. Dnght we then to maruell, if 
many be wearte to obep one! We loue and eil teme our 
ſelues ſo much, as J neuer ſawe any which of his owne 
god will woulde be ſublec, ne pet againſt his will was 
made a lo2de, which we ſe to bee very true. Fo2 the qua- 
rells and warres that bee amongs men, are not ſo much 
fo2 obedience ſake, as to rule and cõmaunde. J ſap moze- 
ouer, that in dunking, eating, clothing, ſpeaking, and lo⸗ 
uing,al men be of diners qualities: but to pꝛocure liber⸗ 
tie, they bee all confozmable. J haue ſpoken all this (O 
Fathers conſcript) vpon occaſion ot mine owne Empire, 
which J haue taken with god will, albeit afterwardes J 
was ſoꝛie fo2 that great charge. Fo2 the waltering ſeas 
and troubleſome gouernement be two things agreeable 
to beholde, and daungerous to pzoue, W

and weightie, which we baue to doe with 
ners countrepes, that ſcarce wee haue 
time to eate,and ſpace to take any reſt, the Roman Pꝛin⸗ 
tes hauing ſtill by auncient cuſtome both lacke of tyme, 
and commonly wante of money. And bicauſe that they 
which haue charge ofcommon wealths, to the vttermoſt 
ok their power ought to be frends to traficke ot marchan⸗ 
diſe, and enimies of heaping treaſure togethers, Pꝛin⸗

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2 le to pleaſe, and ſo greafe numbze 
of craners, that if they kepe any thing foz them, the ſame 
hall rather ſceme a ſpice of theft than of pꝛouidente. Co 


take away an other mans gedes, truly is a wicked part: 
but if it bee permitted to actumulate treaſure and mo- 
ney together, better it were to take it out of the Tem 
ples, than to defraude the people. Foz the one is conſe- 
crated to the immoztall Gods, and the other to the paze 
Commons, J ſpeake this (right honozable Fathers) to 
put pon in rememb2aunce, and alſo to adu'iſe you, that 
pou take god herde to the godes of the Common welthe, 
howe they be diſpended, howe gathered together, howe 
thep be kept and how they be employed. Foz ye ought to 
bnderffande, that the godes of the Common wealth be 
committed to you in truſt, not tothe ende pe ſhoulde en 
toy them, but rather by god governement to vſe them, 
We do heare that the walles be readie to fall, the towers 
in decap,and the temples be come to great ruine : wher: 
of we be nota little offended, and you ought alſo to be a 
ſhamed, fo2 ſo much as the damages and detrimentes of 
the Comon welth, we onght either to remedie, oz elſe fo 
lament.Ye haue wꝛitten vnto me to know mp pleaſure, 
whether the Cenſors, Pretors,4 Ediles, ſhold be pt relp cho- 
ſen, and net perpetuall, as hitherto they haue bene: and 
ſpecially pou ſay, that the ſtate of the Daclator (which is 
the greateſt and higheft dignitie in Rome) is onely but 
ſiremoneths, To that J anſwere, that we are well con- 
tented with that aduiſe: Fo2 not without cauſe and iuſt 
reaſon our p2edeceſſonrs did abo iſhe the firſte Kings of 
Rome, and o2deined, that the Con ſal: ſhoulde perely bee 
choſen in the common wealth, Which was done, in ton ⸗ 
ſideratficn that he whiche tad perpetuall gouernement, 
m my times became in ſolent and pꝛoude. And therefo2e 


that the charges and offices of the Senate, ſhould beyere- 
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ly, fo anoide daunger, which if they ſhould be perpetuall 
there might enſae great hurte and damage to the Com- 
mon wealth. Foz if the Officers being pereiy choſen, be 
god, they may be continued. And if they bee euill, they 
map be chaunged. And truely the officer, which knoweth 
that vpon the ende of euerp peare he muſt be chaunged, 
and examined of his charge, he wil take god hede to that 
which he ſpeaketh, and firſt of all will wel conſider what 
be taketh in hande , The god Marcus Portius was the 
fpꝛſt that canſed the Officers ol the Romane Common 
wealthe tage thus viſited and tcoꝛrtued. And bycauſe 
that thelelAlmayne warres dee ſtill mcreaſe, by reaſon 
that the Kyng Deceball wyll not as pet bao b2ought to 
obedience of the Romanes, but rather goth about to occu⸗ 
pie and winne the Bingdomes of Dacia and Polonia, A 
ſhall be fo2ced though the buſineſſe of the warrs,ſo long 
continuing) to deuiſe and conſult here vpon the affaires 
tõcerning the gouernemet of the cõmon welth of Rome. 
Foz a leſſe enill it is foz a P2ince to be negligent in mat⸗ 
ters of warre, than in the gouernement of the common 
wealth. A pꝛince alſo ought to thinke, that he is choſen, 
not to make warres, but to gouerne, not to kill the eni⸗ 
mies, but to rate out vices,not that he go in perſon to in⸗ 
uade oz defend his foes,but that he reſide and be in the cds 
mon welth, e not to take away other mens gades,but to 
do iuſtite to euerp ma, foꝛ ſomuch as the pꝛinte in y war⸗ 
res can fight but fo2 one, and in the publike wea!th he tõ⸗ 
mitteth faults againſt a numbꝛe. Truly it liketh me wel, 
that from the degree o* Captains men be aduaũted to be 
Emperoꝛs, but J thinke it not god, that Emperours do 
deſcend to be Captains, conſidering that the realme ſhal 
neuer be in quiet, whe the Paince is to great a warri 2. 
Chis haue J ſpokẽ (¶ Fathers cdſtript) to the intẽt ye may 
beieac, that J fo2 mp part, if theſe warres of Almayne 

wcre 
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were to begin, J beyng at Rome, it were impoſſible that 
J ſhould be bzought vnto the ſame,fo2 that dip p2incipall 
intent, is to be eſtemed rather a god gouerner of a com 


mon wealth, than a fozeward Captain in the field. Pow 
then p2incipally J commend bnto pou the veneration of 
the Temples, and hono? of the Gods, bicauſe Kings ne- 
uer line in ſuretie, if the Gods be not honozed, and the 
Temples ſerued. The laſt woꝛds which mp god Lozde 
Nerua wꝛote vnto mee were theſe ; Honour the T emples, 
feare the Gods, maynteine Iuitice in thy Common wealth, 
and defende the poore, in ſo doing thou thalte not bee for, 
gotten of thy friende, nor vanquithed by thy ennimies. J 
do greatly recommende bnto pou the vertues of Amitis 
and Fraternitie, fo2 that you know that in great comon 
wealthes, greater hurt and damage do ciuile and neigh 
boꝛly warres bzing vnto the ſame, than thoſe attempted 
by the enimies. It parents againft parentes, and neigh 
bours againſte neighbours had not begon their mntuall 
hatred # contencion, neuer had Demetrius onerth2zowen 
the Rhodes, neuer had Alexander conquered Thyr,Mar- 
cellus Syracuſa, Scipio Numantia. I retõmende vnto you 
alſo the poꝛe people, loue the D2phanes and fatherleſſe 
chiloꝛen, ſuppoꝛt and help the widowes, beware of quas 
rels and debates amongs pon, and the cauſes of the help- 
leſſe ſee that ye maintaine and defende: bicauſe the gods 
did neuer wꝛeake moꝛe trueil vengeance vpon any, than 
vpon thoſe which did ill intreat and vſe the poꝛe and ne⸗ 
die. And many times J haue heard my loꝛde Nerua ſap 
that the Gods neuer ſhewed them ſelues ſo rigozous, as 
againſt a mercileſſe and vnpitiſul people. Semblably,we 
p2ay pon to be modeſt of woꝛdes , patient to ſaffer,4 ware 
in pour fo2me of life. Foꝛ a great fault it is, and no lefſe 
ſhame to a gouerner, that he p:aife the people of his cd 
mon wealthe, and gyue them occaſion to ſpeake- euill of 
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* erfoce thep which baue charge of the cõmon 
welth, rather to repoſe truſt in their woes, than 
in their wozds, fo2 ſo much as the citizens 02 cõmon peo- 
ple, do rather lice their iudgement vpon that which thep 
ſe, than on that which they heare. J woulde wilhe that 
(touchyng the affaires appertinent to the Snare) they

tie that this wicked mi vſed towards hir, to whom both 
his life t kingdome did belong, moned with nobilitie of 
minde, determined to declare to Euphimia the inwarde 
feruent lone which he bare dir, and to chaſtiſe Achariſto 
fo; his ingratitude with due coꝛredion. Wherfo:e depe- 
ly debatyng with dym ſelfe ofthis aduenture, thus ber 
ſayde : Nowe is the time Euphimia, that Philon ſhewe ,, 
what faithful loue he hath euer boꝛn bnto thee, and that „ 
he deliner the bothe from the pꝛeſent daunger wherein „ 
thou art, and from the hands of that vnkynde w2etche, „ 
that is farre vnwozthie of ſuch a wife. Fo2 if thou had» „ 
deſt agreed to thy fathers will, and pelded to the pur- „ 
ſute of him that loned thee beſt, thou haddefnoncade of „ 
reſcue nowe, ne yet bene in perill of the waſtful flames „ 
of fire, which be rcadie to conſume thy neſh and tender „ 
cozps, full tenderly ſometymes beloued of thy deare fa- ,, 
ther and of thy louing friend Philon. When he had ſpo- „ 
ken thoſe woꝛdes, he earnefflp diſpoſed him ſeife vpon 
that enterpꝛiſe. There was in thoſe days a cuſtome in 
(+rinththat they which were condemned to death, wert 
caried.tij. miles fo2th of the Citie, and there the ſentence 
pꝛonounted againſt them, wer put to execution. Philon 
dauyng intelligence hereof, did put in readineſſe a god 
troupe of hoꝛſemen, and being ſetretely imbarked, arri- 
ned at (57th, and cloſely the nyght befoze Euphimia 
ſhoulde be b2ought to the fire, harde by the place where 
the miſerable Ladie ſhould be burnt, into a wod he con- 
neyed his people: and ſo ſone as the Sergeants and of 
ficers were appꝛoched nere the place with the ladie, he 
ilſued fozth, and did ſet vpon the thꝛong, not ſaffering 
one of them to remaine aliue, to carie newes.UWhen he 
had delivered Euphimia from that pꝛeſent daunger of 
dir life, f the compante diſpercled,he ſaid to the Quene: 
Ee. ij. Nowe 
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Euphimia of Corinth. 
c« How thon mayſt ſe (faire Nucene,) the diverſitie, by 
ec twene the diſlopaltie and vnkindneſſe of Achariſto, am 
cc the faith and loue of Philon. But fo2 that I meane not 
« to leaue hys ingratitude vnreuenged, thou ſhalte ſtays 
cc here, vntill thou heare newes of the due chaſtiſement 
cc whiche J ſhall gine him. Thoſe dire and cruell wozdeg 
fozetolde of hir huſbandes death, moued hir honeſt an 
zincely hearte, which by no meanes toulde be altered 
om the gentle nature, which it had firſt taſted and te 
ceined : And although ſhe had ſuffred moztall e ſolemm 
iniurie of hir vnkinde huſband fo2 manifolde 
pet (ſhe god Gentlewoman) woulde permit no duetie 
of a truſtie and faithfull wife vnperfozmed . Wherfoze 
l pꝛoctede to 
farther reuenge of Achariſto, telling him, that enough 
it was fo: hir to haue eſcaped that pꝛeſente perill, from 
which he like a Pzincely Gentleman bad deliucred hir, 
and therfoze during bir life was moſt bounde tnto him, 
Philon greately wondzed at the godneſſe of this Ladie, 
howbeit the ingratitude ol that Warletbynomcanes de 
woul de ſuffer to bee vnpuniſhed. And becing aduertiſed 
that Achariſto remained in his Palace without any ſub 
picion of this aduenture, banded neither with Guarte 
o2 other aCurance,committed Euphimia to ſafe cuſfodie, 
and ſodainly aſſailed the of Achariſto : And fi 
ding the Gates open, de entred the citie, crying out bp 
on the wickedneſſe and treaſon of Achariſto, At which 
wo2ds the whole Citie began to riſe, to helpe Phuloo in 
bis enterpꝛiſe. Foz there was no ſtate oz degree, but ab- 
bozred the vnkind oꝛder of that varlet, towards theno- 
ble woman their Nucene. Philon aided with the people, 
aſaulted the Palace, and in ſhozt ſpace innaded ; ſame: 
and the Uarlet being appꝛehended, was put to dt aid. 
The Corinthians (eing the noble minde of Philon, — 

. the ue 
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the lone which he bare to Euphimia, and knowing that 
their late Kyng was diſpoſed to haue matched hir with 
Philon, were very willing to haue him to be their king, 
and that Euphinua ſhold be his wife, ſuppoſing that vn⸗ 
der the gouernement of a Pꝛinte ſo gentle and valiant, 
they might line very happily and iovefully. Execution 
done bpon that moſte vnkinde bar let, Plulon cauſed the 
Ladieto be conueped home into hir ropail Pallace. And 
the people with humble ſubmiſſion, began toperſrade 
bir to marie with that yong Pzince Philon. But ſhe& 
which had lodged hir thoughts and fired hir minde vpon 
that captife, who vnnaturally had abuſed hir, would by 
no meanes conſent to take a new huſband, ſaying, that ,, 
the ſeconde mariage was not to be allowed in any wo- ,, 
man. And albeit that ſhe knew howe greately ſhe was „ 
bounde to Philon, as during lifenot able torecompence 
his louing kindneſle and valiant exployte perfo:med foz 
hir ſafegarde, pet fo2 all hir bnhappie foztune, ſhe was 
minded ſtill to r:mayne a widotwe, and well contented 
that Philon ſhoulde poſleſſe hir whole and 
kingdome, and ſhe pleaſed to liue his ſubiece : Whiche 
fate ſhe ſayd, did like hir beff. Philon, that not fo; deſire 
of the Kingdome, but foz loue of the ladie had attempted 
that wozthie and honourable enterpꝛiſe. ſapd vnto bir:

Yowbeit ſhe (of whom ſomtimes the fa- 
mous Greke 0zatoz wold not bie repitance foz ſo hi 
a p2ice) was moꝛe exteſſiue in ſale of hir marchidiſe, 
but not moze wanton. Fo2 the no ſoner eſpieda bean- 
tiful gentleman Þ was pouthly,+ wel made, but wold 
p:eſently ſhew him ſo god countenance,as he had ben 
a very fole, which knewe not alter what * 
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this Colt didneigh : whoſe ſhameleſſe geſture Meſſa. 
kna the Rene painceſſe did neuer ſurmodit, except it 
were in that ſhe viſited hauted cõmon houſes: x this 
dame vſed hir diſpoʒts within hir owne houſe: p other 
alſo reteiued indifferftly Carters,Galey laues, 2 poz- 
ters:and this half et did hir paſtime with noble mẽ 
that were bzaue and luſty.

The yong Rhomeo then felyng himſelfe thus 
toſſed with this. new tempeſt, could not tel what col 
tenaunce to vſe, but was ſo ſurpziſed and chaunged 
with theſe laſt flames, as he had almoſt fo2gottenhim 
ſelfe, in ſuche wiſe as he had not audatitie to-enquire 
what ſhee was, ard mhollv bent dym ſelfe to fue du 
eyes wyth hir lc, wherewyth de moyſtened th 
ſ werte amozons venom, which dyd ſo empoyſon him, 
as her ended his dayes with a kynde of moſte cruel 
death. The Gentlewoman that dydde put Rhomes· l. 
ſuche payne, was called lulietta and was the daughter 
of Capelle, the maiſter of the houſe where that atm 
blie was, who as hir eyes dydde roll and wander to 
and fro, by chaunce eſpied Rh whiche vntohir. 
ſcemed to be the gudlieſt Gentleman that ener fs 
ſawe. And Loue which lay in wayte neuer vntyl that 
tyme,aſſailing the tender heart of that yong Gentle 
woman, touched hir ſo at the quicke, as foz any rei 
france ſhe coulde make, was not able to-defende bys 
fozces. and then began to ſet at the royalties 
of the feaſt, and felt nopleaſure in bir bart, but whei 
ſhe had a glimpſe by thzowing oz receining ſome light 
02 lake of Rhomeo. And after they had cdᷣtenteꝭ 
athers troubled hart with millions of amoꝭ ous lotef

| luſfice foz the murder: befoze whome came alſo the 
 eHontrſches, detlaring the innocencie of Romeo, and 
, m.. thr 
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the wilful aſſault of the othet.The Counſcl 
t witneſſes heard on both parts, a ſtraight 
ment was giuen by the Lozd of the Citie to gine um 
their weapons, and tonching the offenſe of Rhomeohy 
cauſc he had killed the other in his owne deſiſe,he was 
baniſhed Veron ſoꝛ euer. This cõmon miſſoztune p 
liſhed thzoughout the Citie, was generally ſozowe 
and lamented. Some complained the death of the Loy 
Thibault, ſo well foz his dexteritie in armes, as fo2 the 
hope of his great god ſeruice in time to come, ifhe hay 
not bene pꝛeuented by ſuch cruell death. Other bewa; 
led (ſpecially the Ladies and Gentlewomen)the ouer 
thzow of yong Rhomeo,) who biſides his beautic x ga 
grace wherwith be was enriched, had a certaine natw 
rall allurement, by vertue whereofhe dzew vntohin 
the hearts of eche man, like as the tony Adamant doth 
the cancred iron, in ſuch wiſe as the whole nation an 
people of Verona lamented his miſchance:but aboue al, 
infoztunate Iubetta, who aduertiſed both of the death 
of hir colin Thibault,and of the baniſhment of hit hu 
bande , made the aire ſound with infinite numbzed 
mo2nefull plaints and miſerable lamentations. Then 
fling bir ſelfe to much outraged with extreme pal 
on, ſhe went into hir chamber, and ouercome with 
row thzew hir ſelf vpon hir bed, where ſhe beganto 
reinfoꝛce hir doloz after fo ſtrange faſhion,as the mol 
conſtant would haue bene moued to pitie, Then like 
one oute of hir wittes, the gazedhere and there, 
and by Foztune beholding the window whereat Nbo⸗ 
meo was wont to enter into hir chamber,cried out:

The frier made ſu 
ariued at A antua, within a while «

trauailing abzoade oughte a companion 
conent to doe his affaires within the Citie, the Fri 
went into his conent, but bicauſe he was entred in, 
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with any citizen, vntill they were licenced by the offi- 
ters in that behalfe appointed, which was the cauſe of 
the great-miſhap, which you ſhal heare hereafter. The 
Frier being in this perplexitie, not able to goe fozth, 
and not knowing what was cõtained in the letter, de⸗ 
ferred his io2ney fo2 that day, Whileft things were in 
this plight, pꝛeparation was made at Veronna, to doe 
the obſequies of Iulietta. There is a cuſtome alſo(which 
is common in /-a/e,) to plate all the beſte of one lig- 
nage and familie in one Tombe, wherby Iulictta was 
layde in the oꝛdinarie graue of the /apellerres, in a 
Churcheyarde, harde by the Churche of the Friers, 
where alſo the Lozde Thibault was interred . And 
hir obſequies honourably done, euery man returned : 
whereunto Pietro, the ſeruant of Rhomeo, gaue bys 
alliſtance. Fo2 as we haue befoze declared, his maſter 
ſente him backe againe from Mantua to Verona, to do 
his father ſeruite, and to aduertiſe hym of that whiche 
Goulde chaunce in his abſence there: who ſ@ing the 
body of lulictta, incloſed in tombe, thinkyng with the 
reſt that ſhe had bene dead in derde, incontinently toke 
poſte ho2ſe, and with diligence rode to Ant, where 
he founde his maiſter in his wonted houſe, to whome 
he ſayde, with his eyes full of teares: pz, there is , 
chaunced vnto you fo ſtraunge a matter, as if ſo bee „, 
you do not arme pour ſelfe with conſtancie, J am a- »» 
frayde that Jſhal be the cruell miniſter of your death. 
Ber it knowne vnto you ſyꝛ, Þ yeſterday mozning my »» 
miſtreſſe Iuhetta left hir lyfe in this woꝛld to ſcke reſt >» 
in an other: and wyth theſe eyes J ſaw hir buried in ,» 
the Churchyarde of S. Frauncit. At the ſounde of which „ 
beauie meſſage, Rhomeo began wofully to lamente, ,, 
as though his ſpirit es grieued with the tozmenite of , 
dis paſſion at that inſtant 8 AS his „ 
N p.]j. odr. 
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bodie . But ſtrong Lone whiche woulde not permitte 
bym to faint vntill the extremitie, framed a thonghte 
in his fantaſie, that if it were poſſible foz hym to dye 
beſides hir, his death ſhoulde be moze gloztous,and ſhe 
(as he thought) better contented. By reaſon whereof, 
after hee had waſhed his face fo2 feare to diſtouer hys 
ſozrow, he went out of hys chamber, and commaun- 
ded hys man to tarrie behynde hym, that her might 
walke thozough oute all the co2zners of the Citie, to 
fynde pꝛopꝛe remedie (if it were poſſyble) foz hys 
griefe, And amonges others, beholdyng an Apoti- 
caries ſhoppe of lytle furniture and lefle toze of boxes 
and other thynges requiſite foz that ſcience, thought 
that the verie pouertie of the mayſter Apothecarye 
woulde make hym wyllyngly velde to that wbychhe 
pzetended to demaunde. And after he dadde taken 
«« hm aſide, ſecretely he ſayd vnto hym : Sy2, if you ba 
« the mayſter of the houſe, as A thynke you be, beholde 
«c here Fiftie Ducates, whych J gyue you, to the intent 
ce you delpuer me ſome ſtrong and t poyſon that 
« within a quarter of an houre is able to pzocure death 
«« bnto hym that ſhall vſe it. The couetous Apothecarie 
entiſed by gayne, agrird to bys'requeſt, and faynyng 
to gyne hym ſome other medicine befoze the peoples 
face, he ſpeedily made ready a ſtrong and truel poyſon, 
cc afterwardeshe& ſayd vnto hym ſoftely : yz, J gyue 
«« vou moze than is needefull, foz the one halfe in an 
tc houres ſpace is able to deſtroye the ſtrongeſt manne 
4c of the wozlde : who after he hadde recepued the poy⸗ 
ſon, retourned home, where he commaunded his man 
to depart with di to Veronna,and that he ſhould 
make pꝛouiſion ot candels, a tynder boxe, and other 
inſtrumentes m&tefoz the openynge of the graue of 
lulictta, and that about all things be ſhoulde not fail 
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to attende hys commyng beſides the Churchyarde of 
S. Frauncis, and vpon paine of life tokepe his intente 
in ſcilence. Which Pietro obeyed in oꝛder as his ma- 
fer had commaunded hym, and made therin ſuch expe⸗ 
dition, as he arriued in god tyme to Verona, taking oꝛ⸗ 
der fo2 all thinges that were commaunded him. Rhos 
meo in the meane whyle beyng ſolicited wyth moz- 
tall thoughtes, cauſed incke and paper to be b:cughte 
vnto hym, and in fewe woꝛdes put in w2iting all the 
Hſcourſe of his loue, the mariage of hym and lulictta 
the meane obſerued foz conſummation of the ſame, 
the helpe that he hadde of Frier Laurence, the buying 
of his poyſon, and laſt of all his death. Afterwardes, 
hauing finiſhed his heauie tragedie, her cloſed the let⸗ 
ters, and ſealed the ſame with his ſeale, and directed 
the Superſcription thereof to hys father: and put⸗ 
tyng the letters into his purſe, he mounted on hozſe- 
backe, and vſed ſuche diligence, that he arriued vppon 
darke night at the Citie of Veronn«, befoze the gates 
were ſhut, where he found his ſeruant tarping foz him 
there, with a Lanternc and inſtruments eſayd, 
mete fo2 the openyng of the graue, vnto whome he 
ſayde ; Pietro, helpe mit to open this Tombe , and 
ſo ſone as it is open, J commaunde thee vpon payne 
of thy lyfe, not to come niere me, noz to ſtay me from 
the thyng J purpoſe to doe. Beholde, there is a letter 
which thou ſhalt pꝛeſent to mozow in the mozning to 
my father at bys vpꝛiſpng, which peraduenture ſhall - 
pleaſe him better than thou thynkeſt. Pietro, hot able 
to imagine what was his maiſters int ent, ſtode ſome⸗ 
what alofe to beholde his maiſters geſtes and counte⸗ 
tenaunte. And when they havde opened the vaulte, 
Rhomeo deſcended downe two ſteppes, holdyng the 
PPp. p. tandel 
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ſoftly laid : O my Lozd God,which to rederme me didſt »» 
deſcid from the boſome of thy father, « tokeſt humane »» 
| fleſhin the wombe of the virgine, A acknowledge and »» 
chfeſſe,that this body of mine is nothing elſe but earth »» 
and duſt, Then ſeaſed vpon with deſperate ſo2ow, he »» 
fell downe vpon the body of Iulietta with ſuch vehe⸗ 
mite, as the heart faint and attenuated with to great 
tozment,not able to beare ſo hard a violence, was abi- 
doned of all bis ſenſe and naturall powers, in ſuch ſo2t 
as the ſiege of his ſoule failed him at that inſtant, and 
dis membꝛes ſtretched fozth,remained ſtiffe and colde. 
Frier Laurence which knew the certaine time of the 
pouders operation, maruelled that he had no anſwere 
of the letter which he ſent to Rhomeo by his fellow 
Frier Anſclme, departed from S. Frauncix, and with 
inſtruments foz the —— to open the 
graue to let in air to lulictta, which was redy to wake: 
and app2oching þ place, be a light within, which 
made him afraid,vntill that which was hard by, 
had certified him that Rhomeo was within, + had not 
ceaſed there to lament and complaine the ſpace of half 
an houre, And then they two were entred the graue, 
finding Rhomeo without life, made ſuch ſozow as they | 
can well conceive which loue their deare friend with 
like perfection. And as they were making their com- 
plaints, Iulietta riſing out of hir traunte, and beholding 
light within the tombe, vncertaine whether it were a 
dzeame oꝛ fantaſie that appeared beſoꝛe hir eyes, com- | 
ming againe to hir ſelfe, knew Frier Laurence, vnto 
whom ſhe ſayd: Father J pay thee in the name of God »» 
toperfourme thy pꝛomiſe, foz J am almoſt deade, And »» 
then Frier Laurence concealing nothing fromhir, (bi- 
cauſe he feared to be taken thzough his to long abode 
in that place) faithfully rehearfed vnto hir, how he had

as yet he had reteiued no anſwer, Notwithftanding he 
toũd Rhomco dead in the graue, whole body he pointe 
vnto, lying hard by hir,p2aying hir üth it was ſo, paci 
ently to beare that ſodaine miſfoztune,t that if it ples 
ſed hir, he wold conuey hir into ſome monaſtery of wo⸗ 
men where ſhe might in time moderate hir ſozow,and 
giue reſt vato hir minde. Julicttahad no (wner caſt eye 
vpon the dead cozpſe of Rhomco, but began to bzeake 
the fountaine pipes of guſhing teares, which ran fozth 
in ſuch aboundance, as not able to ſuppoꝛt the furoz of 
bir grief,ſhe bzeathed without ceaſing vpd his mouth, 
and then thzowing hir ſelf vpon his body, + cmbzacing 
it very hard, ſeemed that by fozce of ſighs and ſobs, ſhe 
wold haue reuiued, and bzought him againe to life, m 
after ſhe had kiſſed and rekiſſed him a million of times,

Fo2 the people 
flockedand aſſembled togithers,and degan to murmur

c6mitfed by the Lieuetenaiit,thiaking it very ſtraũge 
that he which was a bouſhold ſeruaunt durſt be ſo hald 
to ſeaſe on thoſe to whome he did owe all donoure and 
- reuerence. And do aſſure you that if he had ben below, 
as he was vpou the rampire of the walles, they hadde 
toꝛne him into fo many pieces.as be had made gobbets 
tk the Lozd Nicholas bodie. But ſeing that they could 
not take him, they went about to ſecke the delineraſice 
of them, whome they thought to be yet aliue : and one 
of the chiete of the Citie in the name of them all ſhozt- 
« ly 6 bzieflp,anſwered him thus, A malice did not well 
« diſcouer it ſelf in the ſugred and traiterous compoſiti- 
« on of thy wazdes'(D Captaine) it were eaſie inough 
« foz an intonſtant people (bent to chaũge, and deſirous

« toz and flatterer as thou art doeſt pzopoſe : but we ha- 
« uing till time indured nothing of the TInni ciena that ſa⸗ 
« uozeth'of tiranny, cruelty, oz excefle, we were no leſſe 
« tobe accuſed of felonie, than thou art guiitie of rebels 
« crime,by ſeaſing vpon the perſones of thy A o2ds,if we 
«ſhould velde credit to thy ſerpents hiſſing, 02 lend aide 
to. 
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we ſhall take newe aduiſe and Councell. To be ſho2t, »» 
thou ſhalt pleaſure vs to ſet our Lo2ds at libertie, and „ 
thou like a wiſe man ſhalt doe thy duetie, and ſatiſfie a 5» 
people which eaſily. can not indure that a ſubiede doe »» 
w2ong to thoſe to whom beoweth obcdifce.

Which cauſe they allembled their Countel, and tonclu⸗
